thing; neither are the ladies waging 
any w arfare against anybody connected 
with tho schools. 
Th e ladies are not 
working in favor of M r. H artw ell for 
principal of the school now or ever. 
The charge that the ladies are going 
to turn out the teachers and hire others 
is groundless. 
The law requires an itemized ac­ 
count of the annual expenditure for 
school purposes to be published.

These tradesmen, hav­ 
ing made so me mere fo rtuito us selec­ 
tio n, then assert that this pro ductio n o f 
their fo lly is “ the fashio n,” and the 
sympathetically fo o lish, tho se devo id o f 
individuality, treating the matter seri­ 
o usly, ado pt the fashio n and beco me 
again absurd. 
What ho pe, therefo re, 
can there be fo r natio nal artistic culture 
when the who le natio n have co ndemned 
themselves, with exultatio n, to a per­ 
so nal neglect o f art in things that co n­ 
stantly co ncern them ? Thro ugho ut Chris­ 
tendo m there is no w no po pular co udi 
- 1 
tio n fit fur the develo pment and gro wth 
o f the vernacular in art. 
The spurio us 
asceticism that o ccasio nally manifests 
itself m a spo radic way is but a canting 
fo rm o f “ fashio n,” to which tho se af­ 
flicted with the added weakness o f co n­ 
ceit o ccasio nally succumb.

them m due time at o nce ridiculo us and 
ho peless o f

Quito a revo lutio n in ho rticulture has 
bo o n in pro gress during the past decade, 
altho ugh, o wing to the secret manner in 
which tho experiments leading up to it 
have been co nducted, co mparatively few 
perso ns have been aware o f the new de­ 
parture. Every o ne kno ws that do wers, 
as well as fruits and vegetables, are 
fo rced, so that tho se who are rich shall 
have the use o f them befo re unaided na­ 
ture brings them to maturity. 1 his fo rc­ 
ing business is an expensive o ne, requir­ 
ing co nstant attentio n and skilled labo r. 
Many attempts, therefo re, have been 
made to get at the g o ld e n 
eggs by cheap­ 
er means, and as a result o f many tiials 
the o ppo site pro cess to fo rcing has been 
ado pted w ith success. 
The system co n­ 
sists in retarding the do wering o f the 
plant by refrigeratio n, and is, o f co urse, 
o nly applicable to tho se which are hardy 
in tins co untry, by which wo mean tho se 
which w ill stand several degrees o f fro st. 
The lily o f the valley is o ne o f them, 
and it is much in request fo r purpo ses o f 
deco ratio n. 
Under tho o ld fo rcing co n­ 
ditio ns o nly abo ut 50 per cent o f the 
buds treated co uld be induced to flo wer, 
but by tho freezing metho d an average 
o f 95 per cent can be secured fro m tho 
end o f summer up to Christmas. 
It w ill be no ted that the pro cess can­ 
no t be applied 
to evergreens o f any 
kind, and it wo uld certainly be death to 
camellias and pro bably to hyacinths and 
tulips. 
It is said that near Berlin three 
gro wers alo ne have nearly BOO acres o f 
lily o f the valley under cultivatio n, and 
that they have ado pted tho refrigerating 
metho d with greut su c c e ss. 
It has been 
lo ng ago pro ved that the plant can be 
cultivated in England with equal suc­ 
cess, and we trust that the new metho d 
w ill so o n be tried o n an extensive scale 
in this co untry.— Chambers’ J o urnal.

T w elfth C'eulury Tahlrclothn. 
In the twelfth century the tablecloths 
were very large and wore always laid 
on the table double. 
For a long time 
they were called “ doublers” for that 
reason. The cloth was first placed so as 
to touch the floor on the side of the ta­ 
ble at which the guests sat. 
Then all 
the cloth that remained was folded so 
that it just covered the table. 
Charles V bad 6 ? tablecloths which 
were from 15 to 20 yards long and 2 
yards wide. 
He had one cloth which 
was 82 yards long, and that had the 
arms of France embroidered on it in 
silk. 
All of these were fringed. 
In the sixteenth century “ doublers,” 
or double cloths, were replaced by two 
tablecloths, one of which was small and 
was laid just as we lay ours today. 
The other, which was put on over it, 
was large and of beautifully figured 
linen. 
It was skillfully folded in such 
a way that» as a book of that time says, 
“ it resembled a winding river, gently 
ruffled by a little breeze, for among very 
many little folds were here and there 
great bubbles. ” 
It must have required much art and 
care to make dishes, plates, saltcellars, 
sauce dishes and glasses stand steadily 
in the midst of this undulating sea and 
among those “ bubbles” and puffy folds. 
However, the fashion had only a short 
existence, as is apt to be the case with 
unpractical fashions, and toward the 
latter part of the century a single cloth, 
laid flat and touching the floor on all 
sides of the table, came into general 
use. — Youth s Companion.
